Provost Marshal General Crowde» 
has taken occasion to personally ex­ 
press his appreciation of the splen­ 
did service rendered the nation by 
the county exemption boards 
This 
praise is well deserved and is tim e­ 
ly. Next to the consciousness of duty 
well performed, it is the most sub­ 
stantial reward which these faithful 
officials will receive. 
The position is 
one that carries small financial com­ 
pensation. Had it carried none at all, 
the same excellent results would have 
been obtained, for these men accept­ 
ed the task with the same spirit that 
the men in the army responded to the 
call to the colors. 
Sacrifices were 
not considered. 
The drafting of a great army was 
something new to the United States. 
Even the jingoes who had beat the 
tom toms for political effect never 
dreamed that America would become 
involved In the world’s greatest war. 
German aggression forced the hand 
of the one republic that has always 
stood for liberty and democracy. When 
the call to arm s came, the nation 
was brought face to face with a con­ 
dition for which no adequate prepara­ 
tion had been made.
